refrigeration. The reason for this is 
bacteria. Bacteria will not grow in 
temperatures hotter than 140 degrees 
or colder than 45 degrees, so the idea is 
to get food into the safe zones as quickly 
as possible. Baird also says that bac- 
teria will double in number every 20 
minutes, so you can see leaving a dish 
to cool for an hour could be a serious 
health problem.

dicate there is little difference in the 
incidence of stomach upsets after 
ingestion of Bufferin or plain aspirin," 
the FDA reported.

TEAGUE — Voters in the Teague In- 


dependent School District will go to the polls 
Saturday, Jan. 28, to decide again on a 
proposed $500,000 bond program for building 
improvements. 


Voters narrowly turned down the same 


proposed bond program in a Dec. 3 election, 
but school trustees last night unanimously 
agreed to try again. 


Supt. Fred Gottlieb explained that if ap- 


proved by voters, money from the bond sale 
will be used for a five-point construction 
program. 


SIX NEW classrooms and a central library 


would be added to Sallie Mounger Elemen- 
tary School, and a multi-purpose activity 
building (gymnasium) would be built for the 
junior high school. 


A new and larger band hall to be used for 


both junior high and high school bands would 
be built, and a new administration building 
would be located on property where the 
junior-senior high schools are located. A new 
bus barn would also be built. 


In the election held Dec. 3, Teague voters 


approved the project 170 to 115, but Donie box 
voters turned the measure down 74 to 15 while 
Cotton Gin voters said no 36 to 4. 


Gottlieb said that if voters do approve the 


bond program, no increase in taxes will be 
required to take care of the additional bond 
payments. 


School trustees have indicated that if the 


bond program is approved, the property 
where the present bus garage and ad- 
ministration building are located would be 
sold and the money used in the building 
program. 


IN OTHER business, the board voted to buy 


20 additional band uniforms at a cost of $3,781. 
A textbook committee was approved, and 
graduation exercises were set for May 26. 


Whether 
to participate 
in litigation 


proceedings against the Federal Unem- 
ployment Insurance program was tabled, and 
the continued lease ofthe old gym for sports 
activities was approved at $1 a year plus 
insurance on the building. 


The 1976-77 audit as prepared by Frye, 


Gregory and Linsteader of Dallas was also 
approved. 


"This is the best overall audit reports we've 


had in many, many years," noted Gottlieb. 
"The reports were very complimentary and 
positive in everything they said." 


Marshall Williams and Associates was 


awarded the fleet insurance bid for the year.

$2,021 plus a $109 dividend at the end of the 
insurance year.

The Corsicana City Commission Tuesday voted to annex 612 


acres of land on the city's western boundaries by a vote of 4-0-1. 
Gene Johnson abstained, saying he had not been present for the 
annexation discussion at the previous commission meeting. 


The annexation issue, which drew a large crowd from the 


Chapel Hills area at the previous meeting, produced only two 
people at Tuesday's hearing. Joe York wondered how long it 
would take to get city water to the area and Neil Wood suggested 
that annexation at this time would be cheaper than waiting until 
the area is developed. 


York was told by City Manager Dick Ballenger and Mayor 


H.R. Stroube Jr. that the extension of water lines to the area 
would depend upon the development of the property and that the 
city might not immediately take over the Community Water 
Supply Corp. lines that presently service the area. 


Stroube told York "You're going to have water" for that area, 


and, regardless of how it is delivered, it will be city-treated 
water. 


Wood was concerned that if the city did not annex the 


property, it would be developed and the city would then nave to 
pay for putting five hydrants in the development. 


Stroube was joined by Commissioners Wayne Morris, Irene 


Boozer and R.B. Gober in approving the annexation. 


Christmas came early for Stroube at the close of the meeting 


when the commissioners presented him an oversized gavel 
signed by the commissioners and city department heads. 


The presentation of Stroube's gift followed a Christmas 


prayer by Norris and comments by Gober in which he cited the 
cooperative nature of the commission members. 


In other action Tuesday, the commission approved Jessie 


Langridge's mobile home request for 1606 W. 10th; Joe 
Baumgartner's request for 2007 W. 15th; the closing of an alley 
between S. 7th and S. 6th and the closing of an alley between S. 
Islands. Benton. 


Police Chief Don Massey addressed the commission and 


thanked Stroube and Mr. and Mrs. Ralph Brown for their efforts 
in getting ten bullet-proof vests for his department.

"I blame the packing houses 


for this," Douglas says and 
adds that it is the same with the 
flour mills, the cereal and 
cracker people. 


"Why has the farmer not seen 


any of this price increase? Why 
is it the farmer never gets in on 
this?" he asks. 


He feels part of the problem 


lies with "all those people labor 
unions striking." 


"Instead of making three 


dollars an hour they are making 
$10 and they raise prices to 
cover this," Douglas said. 


If the farmers and ranchers 


get the percent parity they're 
asking for, Douglas doesn't feel 
the price change will be felt by 
consumers as much as other 
costs increases.

Ennis takes step toward 
providing city more water

ENNIS — The Ennis City Commission last night agreed to 


authorize issuance of certificates of obligation with which to 
build an elevated water storage facility which might cost as 
much as $700,000. 


The action came after City Manager Gerald Yarbrough told 


commissioners that the city's present overhead water storage 
facilities do not meet the minimum state requirements of 55 
gallons per person. 


"The city could be penalized on the key insurance rate," said 


Yarbrough, who estimated that the State Board of Insurance 
could raise the key rate as much as three to five cents. 


THE CITY presently has 750,000 gallons of elevated storage, 


and with a population estimate of 13,720 persons, the city needs a 
minimum of 750,970 gallons. 


"We're right at the point where we have a deficiency," said 


Yarbrough, who also pointed out that additional overhead 
storage will be needed to meet projected population increases 
and industrial growth. 


Yarbrough said that there are two ways which the city could 


fund such a project, either by a bond issue or certificate of 
obligation. 


He described the certificate of obligation as similar to a bond 


issue, but a referendum vote of the public is not required. 
However, he said if 15 percent of the voters in the last city 


election are against the certificate of obligation, they can 
petition the city for a public vote on the matter. 


THE BIGGEST advantage to the method selected by the 


commission, said Yarbrough, is that it is faster, although a 60- 
day waiting period is required before actual construction can 
begin. 


The action could raise the city tax rate by eight-cents per $100 


valuation. The present tax rate is $1.28 per $100 valuation. 


"Regardless of which way we go, we have to provide a means 


to pay back the money," said Yarbrough, referring to the 
proposed tax increase. He said the tax increase of eight-tents 
per $100 valuation would mean an annual increase of $24 for 
property assessed at $30,000. For property assessed at $20,000, 
the annual increase in taxes will be $16. 


When questioned by commissioners, Yarbrough said a site 


has not been selected, although he feels the south part of town 
might be a better location for such a facility because of the lack 
of water pressure in that area. He said he would contact an 
engineering firm about the cost of conducting a study on it. 


MAYOR W.D. Murff made the motion to acquire the elevated 


water storage facility with certificate of obligation bonds. 
Seconded by Willie E. Love, the motion drew almost full support 
of the commission. Jim Bob Wilson cast the only negative vote, 
but declined to comment on his reason not to go along with the 
other commissioners. 


In other business, the commission adopted a community 


development affirmative action plan; adopted a resolution 
supporting the principle of fair and open housing; adopted a 
resolution to participate in the flood insurance program; and 
approved on first reading an ordinance adopting flood plain 
management regulations. 


The four items had to be approved, explained Yarbrough, 


before the city can receive its $250,000 Community Development 
Block Grant. Funds from the grant are to be used to build a sub- 
fire station, to extend water and sewer lines, to improve streets 
and tc rehabilitate substandard housing. 


THE COMMISSIONERS also authorized Yarbrough to 


prepare the necessary paper work to apply for a 701 Planning 
Grant with which to update the city's comprehensive plan. 
Yarbrough said the grant would probably be on a 60-40 or 75-25 
percent basis with the city having to pay the smaller share. 


The present plan was compiled in 1966, and Yarbrough said 


the city needs a "comprehensive, master-type plan so we can 
look at where the growth areas are." He said with such a plan, 
the city could better regulate future development. 


Wilson agreed with Yarbrough, but stressed hope that the 


present plan can still be used. "I think we need to change it, to 
update it," he said. "The basic plan, I hope, can still be used." 


A committee of 10 persons was appointed to study and 


recommend amendments to the city charter. The committee 
members include Jerry McCarty, Richard Cook, Bill Payne, 
Billy Colvin, Clif Brown and Winston Webster along with Murff, 
Love, Yarbrough and City Secretary Wynell Rose. 


A BID OF $9,046 from Physio Control Co. of Arlington was 


accepted for two defibrillators for the hospital, and the 
engineering firm of Pinkerton and Associates of Duncanville 
was selected for the city's community development and 
drainage programs. 


The January meeting dates were rescheduled for Jan. 9 and 


23. 


Contingency fund nearly gone 
Schools are warned to spend carefully

Noting that the district spent 


$390,000 more last year than it 
brought in, auditor Hudson 
Anderson told school trustees 
Monday night that the district's 
contingency fund is all but gone. 


"I realize that most of these 


expenditures were planned," 
Anderson said in presenting the 
district's annual audit report, 
"but your cushion, so to speak, 
is gone. The district is going to 
have to be a little careful in its 
spending in the next few years 
and try to build up that cushion 
again." 


Counting funds now in cer- 


tificates of deposit and income 
earned from the state as of Aug. 
31, Anderson said the district 
had some $127,000 total in the 
bank at the close of its fiscal 
year. 


ANDERSON TOLD the board 


the audit revealed no special 
problems 
or 
unusual 
oc- 


curances. The audit shows the 
district, on Sept. 1, 1976, had a 


$440,000 balance in the General 
Operating Fund, and that the 
district ended the fiscal year on 
Aug. 31, 1977 with 
a $73,878 


balance in that fund. Virtually 
all of that money went for 
improvements 
to 
district 


facilities during the year. 


Trustees took no action on a 


request from the Angus Ex- 
Students Association for per- 
mission to convert the old 
Angus school into a museum 
which 
would 
depict 
an 


"authentic, turn-of-the-century 
school unit." 


Although 
the 
group 
had 


requested a hearing on the 
matter, 
there 
were 
no 


representatives of the group at 
last night's meeting. The board 
asked administrators to in- 
vestigate the request and to 
determine whether or not there 
were other groups in the Angus 
community who also wished to 
use the facility. When this same 
request was presented last 
year, two groups were seeking 
use of the property and the 
board took no action on either 


request. 


TRUSTEES 
DECIDED 


against 
purchasing 
unem- 


ployment insurance coverage 
for next year, when the district 
must enter the state's unem- 
ployment insurance program 
for the first time. That in- 
surance would have cost the 
district $24,000 a year and would 
not have completely covered 
the district in the event of a 
large number of claims. Rather 
than pay that money, the board 
instead decided to keep $10,000 
in reserve in the event claims 
are filed by former district 
employees. Business Mgr. Euin 
Frank told the board that past 
experience 
with such claims 


indicates that the district will 
make substantial savings by 
insuring itself rather than by 
joining the state plan. 


Estimates for the damage
